At night the two clubs got to 
scrapping in tho Pbtculx and were en- 
gaging In a general light when the po- 
lice look a hand and restored order. 
Several boy# were hurt and se-eral 
others would have been locked up if 
they hadn't begged so pitifully.

As this issue of the Interior Jour- 
nal falls from the press throughout 
the length and breadth of the land bal- 
lots are dropping in the boxes to elect 
a president of the United States and 
otlicers In several States. It is still our 
opinion that the democracy will win 
both in the State and nation. That 
Bryan and Beckham are the decided 
choice of the best element we haven’t 
the slightest doubt, and, if they arede- 
feated, it will be due solely to money, 
the root of all evil, which threatens to 
rule the people of the United States 
with a sway as despotic as that of any 
king that ever reigned. We have since 
177H regularly spent the 4th of July In 
jollification over the fact that we have 
entirely thrown off the regal yoke, but 
we have been deceiving ourselves. We 
are subjects yet, and money Is king. 
This paper has no war to make on le- 
gitimate wealth. It abhors socialism 
above all things, but It likewise abhors 
a condition of affairs by means of which

It Is 
but natural that the miner who toils 
day In and day out for a bare subsist- 
ence for himself and family should feel 
some resentment when the millionaire 
who Is growing wealthier daily by 
means of his toil is unwilling to pay 
him sufficient remuneration to buy the 
necessities of life while be himself rolls 
in luxury. This is but one. of many 
cases that might be cited by way of ex- 
ample. The republican party is and 
has ever been the hand maiden of 
money, ever ready, willing and anxious 
to obey its every command. When it 
is in power, money is in power and it is 
the most, tyranical of all tyrants. Some 
day the crushed worm will turn and 
that will be a time of woe. May the all- 
wise Providence avert this day of sor- 
row.
